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A Strange Case. 


Joe ONeal arrived here about 11 
o’clock last night from Little Hum- 
boldt and 


Egan in convulsions. His head and 
face were bruised and lacerated; he 
foamed at the mouth; his eyes appear- 
ed to be fixed in their sockets, and he 
seemed to be in the agonies of death. 
After 8 he — acid, 
? recognizing 
‘Joo I’m poisoned.” He then said 
he sus that aman, with whom 
he had some trouble recently, 
came to his cabin during his absence 
and put strychnine in his flour or 
yeast powders. He pointed to a box 
on which he had written his suspicion 
and the name of the man he suspected, 
and that if he died there alone he 
hoped his friends would not think he 
had committed suicide. He had been 
ill for 36 hours at the time ONeal ar- 
rived at his camp and when in con- 
vulsions had bruised and torn his face. 
He had some $1,400 in the cabin and 
this, in his lucid intervals, he scatter- 
ed partially hid iu the dust in front 
of the cabin. He told O Neal where 
his people lived in Ireland and request- 
ed him to dispose of his property, if 
he died, and send the proceeds to his 
brother, with the request that ‘he take 
care of his mother as long as she lived. 
O'Neal says that he heard on the 
Little Humboldt that another man, 
whose name he could not learn, stop- 
ped at Eagan’s, eat dinner and was 
also poisoned. At the time O'Neal 
left the cabin yesterday afternoon, 
Eagan appeared much better. He 
drank a bottle of whisky and eat a 
plug of tobacco, these being the only 
remedies at hand, which caused him 
to vomit quite freely, and hopes were 
entertained of saving his life. He has 
resided on the Little Humboldt three 
or four years, and has some three or 
four hundred head of cattle and ether 
property worth three or four thousand 
0 rs. The flour, yeast powders 
and of a loaf of bread have been 
saved and will probably be analized.

or His Groom.—Here is a fresh 
‘‘personal” of Prince Bismarck. In 
the Summer of 1842, when 28 years

For this ant 
deed Bismarck received the well 
known Prussian Rettungsmedaille that 
one still sees, between so many other 
stars and order, on his breast. He is 
very proud of this mark of honor; and 
once when a distinguished diplomatist 
asked, with some sarcasm, the mean- 
ing of the simple decoration, which at 
the time was the only one he had, he 
answered quickly: ‘‘I am in the habit 
of saving people's lives sometimes.”
